New Yors, Decemper 27.—Among the 
death announcements in a New York news- 
paper several months ago was one of the 
death of Mrs. Robert J. Niven, who left gev- 
eral children. On Tuesday the following 
appeared among the marriage notices in a 
newspaper of this city: ‘“Niven-Clark.—As 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, December 6, by the 
Rev. George Wiliiam Mackenzie, British 
chaplain at that city, Robert J. Niven to Maria 
Louise Clark, nee Vanderbilt, both of New 
York City.” Maria Louise Vanderbilt was 
the fifth daughter of Commodvre Vanderbilt. 
She married Gen. Hurace F. Clark, a lawyer, 
and at one time a Congressman from this 


Stat, and at the time of his death on June 
19, 1873, president of the Laxe Shore Reil- 
road. n. Clark was a member of Con- 
gress for eight years, and at the expiration 
oi his jast term in 1861 deciiued a renomina- 
tion. He was 58 when he died. During the 
residenee of the Ciark family iu Wasaing- 
ton they became acquainted with Robt. J. 
Niven, who was attached to one of the de- 
partments of the Government, and who be- 
came 
A MEMBER OF THEIR FAMILY, 
and resided i. the same Louse with them in 
Washington for many years. When Gea. 
Giark returned from Washingtoa with his 
family Mr. Niven accompanied them and 
took up his residence with them at No. 10 
West Twenty-secund street, where he re- 
mained unti! some years afier Gen, 
Ciark’s d uth, when both he and Mrs. Clark 
left the city and took up their residence in 
Paris. Mr. Niven hada sister who married 
Jay Niven Hegeman, the druggist. A 
daugbter of Mr. Hegeman became the wife 
of C, M. Depew. is. Clark attended: Dr, 
Hutton’s church in West Washiagton piace 
for some years. Sne finally changed to Dr. 
Adams’ cuurch, now Ur. Parkhurst's, in 
Madison Square. A gentleman who Was un- 
known tu most of the members of the charch 
was almust invariably her companion tu her 
visits to the h. use of worship, and thuse who 
became acquainted with him Jearued that he 
was Mr. Niven. 
MR. NIVEN PROSPEERD 

after his arrival in New York, aad was asso- 
ciated with the Vauderbilits in prominent 
euterprises. In one ortwo New York City 
directories his name appears as secretary of 
the New York and Hariem Raiiroad. Cor- 
nelius Vaaderbilt was president, and Cornel- 
ius Vanderbilt, jr., treasurer. It was known 
to a few that Mr. Niven hadaiamily from 
which he bad been separated during the 
9 A of ie ence witu the Ci iy. 

Gen Ct s suggestion, Com ao- 
derbiit took charge of the affairs of the La .e 
Shore Raliread, which were somewhat com- 
licated, and of his interestsin the Union 
lrust Company, and made a ba :dsome prup- 
erty for the widuw. On the Comuino- 
dore’s death, Mrs. Clarke became heir 
to half a miliion, which her brother, W. H 
Vanderbilt, increased wo a miiliop. Mrs. 
Clark and Mr. Niven have lived for several 
years in Paris, where Mrs. Clark has receat- 
ly built a magnificent residence tn one of the 
finest parts of the city. Many New Yorkers 
have met Mrs. Ciar« in Paris, and have 
dived with her. They invariably met Mr. 
Niven at these dinners, a.d he was consid- 
ered a member of the family. 

MR6. CLARK HAD ONE DAUGHTER, 
who warried Mr. Cviiins, the sou of a dry- 
youds merchant in this city. Mrs. Collins 
was divorced from ber husband, a.id marri. d 
an E. glishuan, from whom, it is reported, 
she has since been separated. It is said tnat 
Mrs. Clark and her daughter have not been 
on speaking terms for several years. Many 
explanations have been given of the cause 
of Mr. Niven’s first taking up ols residence 
with the Clarks.in Washington. One was 
that he nurséd Gen. Clark thruugh asickness 
of smail-pox, and that the Geueral touk him 
inw his famiiy through gratitude.

The Congressman Who is an Uncom- 
promising Revenae Reformer, 
By Telegraph to the Pest-Dispatch. , 

WASHINGTON, December 27.—Congresas- 
man Milis of Texas this morning sald to the 
Post-DI8SPATCH correspondent that he was 
an uncompromising revenue referimer, and 
thought that if protection was an evil it 
should be dug up. by the roots, and there 
should be no balf-way policy. 

“I bave given the subject of the tariffa 
great deal of study,” he continued, “and may 


be considered as one of the pioneer free 
traders. 1 believe that the pearer we get to 
absolute free trade, the greater will be the 
prosperity of the country. Protection is 
wrong in principie. It is not right to protect 
the few at the ex pense of the many. Here are 
probabiy about 40,000° people engaged in 
manutacturing and other industries, that are 
sustained by the tariff. These people say 
that ey cannot live without protection. I 
don’t believe it, bat I will grant the tact for 
the sake of argument. Suppose these 40,000 
peuple are Compeiled to lose money ard pos- 
sibly stop thelr mills, Is it not better 
than to compe! 50,000,000 of people to pay a 
tax to keep them alive’? ‘The fundamental 
principle of all Governments is that the mi- 
nority must give way to the majvrity; that 
laws shouid be passed to accommodate the 
mas¥es of the people, and not any small sect 
or class. The Democratic party will win by 
au open and straightforward fight for rev- 
euee reform. We ought not to make any 
cum promises. The people will understand 
us.

Tne Principal Defendant Testifies 
in the Emma Bond Case.

His Story Cerroborated by Joseph Yanck- 
ey>Whrre He wasand What He did 
the Day Miss Bond was Outraged—A 
Strong Alibi. 


By lelegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 
Hriiisporo, Inu., December 27.—When 
court met ai9 o’clock this morning Judge 
Thornton, of the defense, announced that 
either this afternoon or to-morrow he would 
have Miss Bond put on the stand again. 
JOHN CC, MONTGOMERY, 
the principal one of the defendants, was 
then puton thestand. Hesaid he was 33 
years old; was married and had three chil- 
dren. On the morning of the day of the 
outrage he was at home. “There was 4 
heavy rain the night before; couldu’t plow 
or harvest. Left home between 10 and 11 
with my wife and family and visited my 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Pettus; took dinner 
there; left the wagon in the yard under the 
shade of three cherry trees. The wagon and 
trees were 60 feet from the house, Lee Pet- 
tus and Clementi were with the rest at din- 
ner; dinner wok place between 12 and 1 
o'clock. I left the house 
DIRECTLY AFTER DINNER, 
and went to my father’s house, three hun- 
dred yards wivtant, They had just finished 
dinner, which they had been eating on the 
porch.Sherman Yanckey came and we looked 
at a reaper. I left father’s house at 1 o'clock, 
going down the road past the schonl-house. 
Saw Charley Masters, the littie boy, playing 
and asked him why he was playing alvpe; 
did not make any sto» there; went on down 
the road a quarter of a mile and turned up a 
lane at Joseph Yanckey’s; saw Mrs. Yauckey 
and her two daughters; two boys were on 
the porch; saw George Yanker and his wife.

THE PKNNSYLVANIA IDEA, 

The Philadelphia Times boasts that the 
protected manufacturers ot iron in Pennsy!l- 
vania, who are now suffering from over- 
production, are not asking loans from the 
Government to carry their surplus until con- 
sumption clears the glutted market, while 
the over-producers of whisky in Kentucky 
are demanding such ald. 

Without saying a word in favor of the re- 
lief asked by the Kentucky distillers, we are 
bound to say that they are asking only that 
the very heavy Government tax on their sur- 
plus product shall remain uncollected until 
it finds a market. Their goods, strictly and 
entirely the product of American labor, 
from the time the grain is planted till the 
distilled spirit is barreied, is a home produc- 
tion that is taxed fully 100 per cent. Instead 
of being taxed thus, the products of the 
Pennsylvania manufacturers are protected 
from foreign competition and guaranteed a 
free monopoly of the home market, which 
enables them to tax the necessities of Amer- 
ican labor at discretion while they are them- 
selves free to import armies of pauper labor- 
ers from Europe to break down wagés in 
this country. 

What these protected monopolists of Penn- 
sylvania would do if their products were 
taxed as Western whisky is, may be inferred 
from the rebellion which broke out in Penn- 
sylvania against a whisky tax during WASH- 
INGTON’s Administration. But why should 
Western industry be onerously taxed while 
Penrfsylvania’s is free? While the labor of 
the other States is taxed to support the Gov- 
ernment, itiseven more heavily taxed for 
the private emolument of Pennsylvania cap- 
italists, and while this is done under the 
shockingly false pretense of protecting 
American labor, there is no State in which 
labor is so degraded, so ground down by 
monopoly, and so often goaded to Mollie 
Maguire lawlessness, or to wilder outbreaks 
like the Pittsburg riots of 1877. 


DISAPPOINTED STATESMEN, 
The announcement of the Committees 
leaves Mr. CARLISLE with two conspicuous 
grievances on his hands. Mr. Cox of New

Mr. Cox’s grievance is less substantial. 
His assumption that an individual member 
of Congress has the right to award himself 
the chairmanship of the Committee on For- 
eign Affairs, looks absurd to every one but 
Mr. Cox, and he can only injure himself by 
kicking against the pricks. 

There is no committee which gives its 
chairman an opening for more valuable pub- 
lic service than the Naval Committee, and 
Mr. Cox does little credit to his position by 
acting as if he thought the naval interests of 
his country too obscure a matter to occupy 
his gigantic intellect. 

A great part of the grievance of these gen- 
tlemen is the result of a mistake of their 
own which is quite common among states- 
men. Both of these Congressmen have nem- 
inated themselves for Speaker; and, having 
failed to obtain it, they argue that the refus- 
al of their feilow-Cong’essmen to elect them 
to only elective office gives them a vested 
claim to the next highest honors. It is the 
inalienable privilege of every Congressman 
to nominate himself for Speaker, but itis 
not the inalienable right of every Congress- 
man who is defeated for the Speakership to 
get the best committees as the reward of his 
patriotism in nominating bimsetf. 

LIMITING FORTUNES, 

Mr. “Ropert Ropney, U.S. N.,”’ proposes 
a constitutional amendwent limiting the ag- 
gregate wealth in the possession of any in- 
dividual citizen to $10,000,000, and declaring 
any larger furtune than this to be “‘a public 
nuisance and a public peril, subject to con- 
fiscation into the U.S. Treasury.” 

Mr. RoDNEY’s amendment would not pre- 
vent men like VANDERBILT or Jay GouLpD 
from distributing a hundred millions among 
his sons or other relatives and still retaining 
control of it all during his lifetime. But 
even if we permitted no man in this country 
to own morethan $1,000,000, in what re- 
spect would we be safer or better off, while 
there is no limit to the aggregation of wealth 
and power in corporations? 

Your GouLp or VANDERBILT is but one 
poor mortal, liable to ail the influences and 
vicissitudes that affect his fellow-citizens. 
His wealth and power make him a conspicu- 
ous mark for popular jealousy, distrust and 
antagonism. While he lives heis watehed, 
criticised and worried. In a few years he 
dies, and his wealth has to run the gauntiet 
of trusteeships, probate courts and division 
among litigious heirs. 

But your great corporation, with its un- 
limited capital and its unlimited power of 
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[to pérform for it the miracle of converting 
water into gold, is asoulless thing that never 
dies or leaves its wealth, for division among 
heirs. It goes on from generation to genera- 
tion of stockholders, governed by no human 
feeling but greed and sueh prudence as greed 
of gain and love of power can teach. It rales 
in caucus, in legislatures and in courts, It 
acquires the power of life and death over the 
business of individuals, of communities and 
of States, and this power is wielded by the 
soulless thing in such an irresponsible and 
mpersonal way that none of its human tools 
are conscience-stricken by its sins, or pun- 
ishable by law for its crimes. The fable of 
the monster Frankenstein, created by man 
in the likeness of man, but without the guid- 
ing sou! that comes from God, is repeated in 
the corporation, this civil person that is cre- 
ated by law without asoul. And yet this 
monster is by law endowed with special 
privileges, immunities and powers which 
our Constitution and democratic form of 
government forbid to individuals, who, no 
matter how wealthy, are far less dangerous 
to the masses. 

As individuals, GouLp, HUNTINGTON and 
VANDERBILT could be nothing but rich men 
speculating on theirown means and taking 
the chances of business fluctuation like other 
citizens. As rulers of corporations they con- 
trol stupendous combinations of capital, to 
which their own wealth is but a drop to the 
bucket-full, and thus wield a power over 
business and government which hereditary 
lords, dukes and princes dare not claim 
under any form of government. Abolishing 
privileged classes and guaranteeing all men 
equality before the law, we have made fic- 
titious persons called corporations our mas- 
ters, and endowed them with a practicgl 
power to which that of the feudal kings and 
barons was but as theshadow tothe sub- 
stance. 

Whenever we get this power under proper 
regulations and control, so that individuals 
can hold their own against it, we need not 
fear the personal wealth of the few men it 
has aggrandized. Corporate powers as a 
means of enlisting private capital in pubtic 
enterprises, are indispensable, but we have 
hitherto granted them too loosely and sub- 
mitted too carelessly to the aggressive en- 
croachments of this newly created and im- 
personal dictatorship, which is so rapacious 
in business and so domineering in politics

of hard and arduous labor. The truth is, 
that the subscriptions to this excellent 
work have been taxen up in a most gingerly 
wanner this year, and while the projectors 
are working along patiently and iaboriously 
carrying @ load which would stagger an 
Atlas. ale 


Now, it would bea more serious matter 
than our pubiic can realize if, when our 
Music Hail, in connection with the 
Expusition Building, is completed there Is no 
lucal orchestral organization to putinit. It 
wiil not be either convenient or inexpensive 
to send to Chicago,or Cincinnati, or New 
York, or Phiiadeiphia for orciestral talent 
to@gdo work which there isan abundauce 
oi talent at home to look after. Again,thuse 
cities will not always be able or willing to 
spare their musical organizations and are 
very jealous in dving so. St. Louls can ill 
afford to have any more sarcasms indulged 
in at her expense than she bears at present, 
and if the work of Messrs. Wail- 
dauer and Carr and their able corps 
of cvuadjutors is not better appreciated than 
it has been it wiil be simply 
outrageous. I sincerely hope it is a matter 
of carelessness, and not a lack of pubiic 
spivitor interest in the matter. The former 
wouid be the must charitable complexion to 
put on it, bad as it is.

“CHERT.” 


Official Visit to the Deposit of New 
Street Material. 

The invitation of the Iron Mountain Rail- 
road Company to revresentatives of the City 
Government to inspect the chert fields of 
JeSeraon County, pear De Soto, was quite 
generally. accepted this morning. While the 
business of the excursion was to gain some 
idea of the extent of the deposit, with a 
view to utilizing it as macadam, should a 
test of it prove satisfactory, pleasant features 
were added which gave it the outlines of a 
holiday jaunt. On account of the meeting 
of the Pvulice Board, this afternoon, Mayor 
Ewing was unabie to join the party, but was 
represented by his secretary, Commodore 
Smith. Comptroller Adreon, City Register 
Berg, Assessor of Water Rates F. W. Mott, 
Col. Fiad, president of the Board of Pubiic 
Improvements; Street Commissioner Tur- 
ner, Sewer Commissioner MeMath, Water 
Commissioner Alt, Harbor Commis- 
sioner Ajit, Councilmen, Stone, Tem- 

le, Straub, Vastine, Zelie, Ziegenhein, 

wse, Parker, Scudder, Secretary Rayner, 
Speaker J. G. Marriott and twenty members 
of the House of Delewzates, Clerk Broaiwell 
and Sergeant-at-arms Chartrand, Chas.

‘Lhe Jvint 
Committee on Public Improvements of the 
Assembly is exvected to make aa official re- 
port upon chert at an early day.

The History of the Southern Pa- 
cific and Central Pacific 
Railways. 


_ — 
— 


How F ive Men With $11,500 Came to 
Be Worth $300,000,000. 


When the Southern Pacific Railroad was 
built it was understood that it should be a 
competitor of the Central Pacific. It was 
actually built by the owners of the Central 
Pacific, Governor Stanfoid, C. P Hunting- 
ton, Mark Hupkins, and Charies Crocker. 
For blinding purposes, and also because 
their hangs were ful! of other business, these 
men selected General Colton of San Fran- 
cisco, a man of some wealth and considerable 
ability, to take charge of the construction 
and running of the Southern Road. ‘They 
formed with him the “Western Development 
Company,” which was theCredit Mobilfér «f 
the Southern Pacific, which built the road 
and made great profits out of it. General 
Colton died about the time the work 
was completed, and Huntington, Stanford 
and Crocker at once changed the name of 
the “Development” Company and attempted 
to cut Mrs. Coiton off from her husband’s 
share of the money made. | 

HISTORY OF THE COMBINATION 

may be useiul in explaining the letters. 
‘Twenty years ago C. P. Huntington and 
Mark Hopkins were partners in the hard- 
ware business in Sacramento, Inthe same 
city Leland was an oil merchant, Charles 
Cr cker was a noted dry goods dealer, and 
J. G. Crocker was a lawyer vf sinall means. 
In 1861 these five men, with fifteen or six- 
teen others, formed a corporation for the pur- 
pose of building the Central Pacific Rail- 
road. The united fortunes of the incorpo rat- 
ors at that time did not amount to more than 
$120,000. By the statutes of the State of Cal- 
ifornia they were obliged to pay up a certain 
percentage on their stuck, that percentage 
amounting to $11,500. 

The next step after incorporating the com- 
pany was to get certain bills passed through 
Congress, by which tuey o tained subsidies 
for building the road. This they di}. but the 
subsidies were given on such conditions that 
they could get no muney from the Federal 
Government until twenty miles of the road 
were buiic. They induced the State Govern- 
ment to guarantee their bonds, upon which 
they raised money enough to build the first 
twenty miles of the road, after which the 
euterprise was casy. There was money 
enough in the scheme, but there were too 
tany people to share init. Accordingly the 
five meu above named either froze out or 
bought the other stockholders. Some of the 
latter, who stayed in until the magnificence 
of the scheme began to be foreshadowed, 
realized ten to one on their investment. Hav- 
ing disposed of these outsiders, the five 
projectors of thé scheme formed the ‘Credit 
and Finance Company,”’ which was the 
Credit Mobilier of the Central Pacific. These 
five men, as directors of the Central Pacific. 

MADE A CONTRACT WITH THEMSELVES 
as the Credit and Finance Company to build 
the Central Pacitic Road, giving therefor 
$27,000,000 of Government bond (which they 
received as a subsidy), $27,000,000 of the com- 
jany’s first mortgage bonds, and about 
$8,000,000 of Jand bends which they issued 
ou their grants. This, of course, came piece- 
meal as the work wasdone, but the above 
sui, together with about $27,000,000 more 
bunds on unsubsidized roads which the com- 
many afterwards bought, was paid to the 
Credit and Finance Compauy for building 
the road. Lest some trouble shouid arise 
because of this scheme the stockholders held 
a meeting and fully indorsed the action of 
the directors; that is, the five men named 
met and indorsed their own action in making 
a contract with themselves. 

Out of the surplus which they made after 
deciaring 8 per cent dividend on $54,000,000 
stock these men bvuughtall the other rail- 
roads in California, ail the river and bay 
steamers and the norse-ar lines in San 
Francisco, established a mail line to China, 
built the Soutnern Pacific Railroad, wh ich 
they stocked and bonded for $90,000a mile, 
although it did pot cost at the outside more 
than $30,000 a mile: built the palaces in 
city and country, which did not cost for ai! 
of them less than $10,000,000. The earnings 
of their roads last year were about $25,000,- 
000. The assvts of these men, as stated in 
their annua! report, exceed $300,000,000. The 
original investment twenty-two years ago 
was $11,500. The 
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even in this bold outiine. Owning the Cen- 
traiand Swuthern Pacific, these men have 
virtually owned whatever they chose to take 
of the country through which they run. The 
peopie of California complain that the rail- 
road declares itself a partner in every busi- 
ness started and takes the greatest share of 
the profits. The rates charged apou freights 
have been fixed at the amounts which the 
owners would pay rather than not have them 
carried; $25,000,000 of earnings have been 
vaid by pee of 1,000,000 people, an 
average of $25each. Compared with the 
earvings of other roads, the figures are as- 
tonishing. Tom Secwtt’s roads, running 
through a population of 8,000,000 peopie in 
1876, when everybody traveied, earned $20,- 
000,000. The earnings of the Centrai Paciac 
iu 1878 were ha.f as much as the earnings of 
ali the New England roads, and haif as much 
as the earnings of all the roads of ail the for- 
mer Slave Siates. 
Of the five men_ who originated the Cen- 
tral Pacific, Mark Hopkins aud J. G. Cruck- 
er are dead. Tne other three own most of 
the proceeds of that plan formed twenty- 
two years ago. Itis said that n> agreement 
in writi was ever maie between them: 
that in “a of this immense business each 
trusted the simple word of the other, al- 
though at present Huntington and Stanford 
at ieast are not on friendly terms. Hunting- 
ton, Crocker a:d Stanford are exch about 
60 years old, and the two first are still vigor- 
ous men. . Stauford is broken in heaith. 
THE LEADING SPIRIT ~ 
in all the transactions nawed was C. P. 
Huntington. Heis a bard, thrifty, ciose 
New Eugiand business man, He siarted his 
business career as a peddiler. During the 
building of the Central Pacific he was the 

urchaser of materials. His shrewdness {ts 

t iliustrated by twoof his operations in 
buying wateriais and getting them to the 
Pacific coast. Nearly ali the raiiroad iron 
had to be shipped from the Atlantic coast 
and carried around Cape Horn to San Fran- 
cisco, There wasa race between the Union 
Pacific and Central in getting to Sait Lake 
City. It was important t iron shouid be 


brought without delay. un 
shat if vessel-owners knew that he was

about to ship such an enormous quantity of 
iron they would put up the _ rates 
on him. So he simply gave out 
that he wanted one ship and asked 
for bids, The yessel-owners made 
bids, putting figures as low as possible. He 
accepted all the bids and took: every vessel. 

He 
gave the iron men to understand that there 
would not be much iron wanted immediate- 
ly, but that he could use afew rails. They 
made offers at low figures. He accepted ail 
the offers and exhausted the capacity of the 
mills, Huntington now lives in New York 
in a megnificent palace on Park avenue.

Leland Stanford, the president of the Cen- 
trai Pacific, studied law in the office of Will- 
iam H. Seward. Heisamanof better edu- 
cation, more refined manners and fairer p«l- 
ish than either Huntington or Crocker. He 
lives in California and was elected Governor 
of the State in 1861. He has a fancy for fast 
horses, and is best known to Eastern people 
as theowner of Occident, who trotteda 
match with Goidsmith Maid, and as the own- 
er of a stock farm where there are at present 
a wee of the fastest young trotters in the 
worid, 

Charles Crocker, who also lives in Califor- 
nia, wasthe man who superintended the 
building of the road. Heisaman of great 
energy, but of very rough and- uncouth man- 
ners His share of the money made is be- 
lieved to be less than that of the other mem- 
bers of the combinatioa.,

VANDERBILT SECOND. 


Australia Has a Lord Worth Two 
Hundred Mullions. 
Melbourne Corres pondent New York Star. 


Almost every American paper which 
reaches us antipodal readers bears the 
name of Vanderbilt. Estimates of his 
wealth crop out periodicaily and wring the 
changes on hundreds of millions, from one 
to two with half and quarter stops. 

Only in such a favored country as this or 
the United States could such fortunes as 
$200,000,000 be collected in two Ilfetimes. [ 
say “this,” for we of the Colony of Victoria 
have @ man as rich as, or maybe richer than 
yout Vanderbilt, and it is my purpose in this 
e(ter to give the readers of the Star an op- 
portunity to contrast the men. 

About forty-six years ago a farmer named 
Clarke left the shores of England for. Tas- 
mania for the purpose of farming, taking 
with him considerabie capital, and being in 
addition a remarkabie fudge of sheep and 
cattle. He appears to Lave failed in that 
island, and as the Tasmanians were forming 
a new settlement on the shores of the great 
Australian Continent, near Port Puilip, he 
determined to try his fortune there. Where 
the Queen City of the South, Melbourne, 
with its 400,000 inhabitants, uow stands, was 
a waste, inhabited by the savage and the 
kangaroo. Clarke at this period received 
from a distant relative a considerable sum of 
money, which he immediately invest- 
ed in land in the vicinity of Mel- 
bourne, then callea “‘Baregrass.” As the 
Colonial Government of New South Wales 
grant special surveys of 80,000 acres at the 
uniform price of five shillings r acre, 
Ciarke immediately invested his oe in 
one of these immense blucks, and thus laid 
the foundation of his gigantic fortune. This 
was in 1840, and for several years he con- 
tinued to farm and to take up sheep and cat- 
tle stations in the then uninhabited regions 
of Australia Felix, now the Colony of Vier 
toria. He always attended the Government 
land sales, and bought largely in the Ballarat 
districts, where the richest gold mines in 
Australia are situated. The discovery of 
gold at Mount Alexander and Ballarat in- 
creased his growing wealth, as he exacted 
rigidly a tribute or royalty to mine on his 
coveted lands, and he thus obtained immense 
sums. 

Never were riches more worthily bestowed. 
He continued till the time of his death, 1864, 
to buy lands,sell merino wool,and deal in cat- 
tie. His sun succeeded to this vast inheritance, 
which comprised at his father’s death, 2,500,- 
000 merino sheep, 300,000 cattle, and vearly 
3,000,000 acres of freenold lands, and a lease- 
hold of Crown lands equal in area to that of 
England. The Federer duty paid to the va- 
rious Colonial vernments was calculated 


on an estate valued at $50,000,000, though: 


that was not more than half .ts real valine. 
His son, the present Lord Rupertswood, has 
by his‘tare and attention quadrupled this 
vast fortune. When the Duke of Edinburgh 
and the sons of the Prince of Waies visited 
Australia, they were feasted right royally at 
Rupertswood, the family seat, and Queen 
Victoria created him Baron Rupertswoud of 
ag Sty Yor in the Colony of Victoria, and 
a Peer of the United Kingdom. [There is 
no such title in any of the Peerages of the 
United Kingdom.) Without any exaggera- 
tion, the Austialan is worth , 000, 000, 
and the influx of population is addiug daily 
to bis weaith. 

His generosity is unbounded. The chari- 
table institutions of Melbourne and the eol- 
onies owe him oo debt of gratitude for 
his liberality. upertswood, the seat of 
this buceiic Austraiian, is superb, and can 
compare With any residence in the Old or the 


New World, its estimated cost being $4,000,- 
000.

Not the 
Jeast interesting feature of the correspond- 
ence is the superciliousness of the writer, 
Huntington, whose succexs, no doubt, made 
him imagine himself the superior of all oth- 
ers in foresight, cunning and every other 

uality that goes to make up a railroad king. 

t must be admitted that the leiters settle 
one thing about which the outside public 
has been in doubt—that Huntington has bee 
the brain an@ inspiring genius of the Centra 

fle monopoly. His suggestions seem to 
always have nacted upon and many of 
his forecasts were justified by subsequent 
events. The favor with which the first batch 
of extracts was received, and the idea that 
the public cannot know tvo much about how 
they have been qolied and betrayed by their 
representatives in Congress, induce us to 
for afew more specimens irom Mr. 
luntington’s letters, wich, unfortunately 
for bli and his associates, were not prompt- 
ly burned, as requested by the writer. 
HUNGRY CONGRESSMEN, 

We commence with a selection from a let- 
ter written by Huntingtun two Colton on the 
20th of November, 1874. ‘The writer is allud- 
ing to the effort that Colonel Scott was ex- 

cted to make to pass the Texas Pacific 
and grant bill.. The high compliment paid 
to Congressmen will no doubt be appreciated 
by the members of that session: 

Scott is prepared to pay, or promises to pay, 
a large amount of money to pass Lis bill, but L do 
not think he can pass it, although I think this 
coming Session of Congress will be composed of 
the hungrtesi set of men that ever got together, 
and that the devil only Knows Wiaf they will do. 


Those who were in Washington during 
the winter of 1874-75and had occasion to ve 
in the neighborheod of Willard’s Hotel, in 
that city, will understand the force of Mr. 
Huntington’s statement concerning the 
appetites of the Congressmen. The railroad 
King’s parlors in that hotel were scarcely 
ever without some Cungressiona! visitor, and 
they geverally had a hungry look in their 
eyes before they entered. That their appes 
tite Was appeased with coin Mr. Huntington 
bimself freely assures us, although his let- 
ters do not state in detail how much each 
Congressional tool cost him. ~.Perhaps some 
of tllem were bought so cheaply that he is 
afraid he might bring them down ou him for 
more “mud” to even up. There is no dis- 
guising the fact that during that session 
some of the Caiif rnia delegation were of 
the “‘pint-of-peanuts”’ caliber. ° 

WHOLESALE BRIBERY OF LEGISLATORS. 

Huntington was always a cautious man. 
He did not hesitate to bribe by paying 
wholesale prices, but if he could get a bil! 
through at retail rates he was certaiu to do 
so. He made such an attempt at the session 
alluded to, although his soul was depressed 
when he saw the hungry looks of the new 
members. Here are some feeling and cun- 
ring allusions to this sueject In a letter 
written on the same day as that above 
queted : 

? it wonld not do to have it known that we have 

any. interest ip it, for the reason that If would cost 
us much mere money to get such a bill through if 
it was Known thatit was forus. And then Soott 
would fight ub if be thought we had anything to do 
with it. 

The bill alluded to was designed to head 
off Scott’s Texas Pacific road in the interest 
of the Southern Pacific and was backed up 
by the lying professions that the Southern 
Pacific corporation was in no manner con- 
nected with the Central Pacific. Hunting- 
ton’s understrappers repeated this lie in 
scores of Eastern papers and tiey were wel! 
assisted by Pacific Coast journals, some of 
them lying desiguedly and others unwitting- 
ly. It was generally believed in Washing- 
ton atone time that the Sonthern Pacific 
was a real competing road and the belief was 
not dissipated untila meddlesome newspa- 
per corresp.ndent gave a history of the two 
corporations and their managers, showing 
their identity, which was printed in the Chi- 
cago ‘Times. 

AN UNRELIABLE TOOL. 

There was one Congressman who gave the 
managers a great deai of trouble. He was 
a genuine case of “now you see if and now 
you dou’t see it.” One letter wuld apprise 
Colton that it was no use doing anything 
with him, and the next would intimate that 
it was the intention of Huntington tv make 
one more trial to bring him into the fold, 
On the first of December, 1874 (the Con- 

ressman was then spe:dingon his way to 

ashiugton, perhaps on a free pass), Hunt- 
ington wrote: 

I will see Luttell when he comes over and talk 
with bim, and maybe hbeand wecan Work to- 
gether, bu: if we can brusi him out 11 would have 
a good effect, and then we could, or at jeast wouid 
try to, get some beticr timber to work with. 

On the lith of the same month Hunting- 
ton was still uneasy iu his mind about Mr. 
Luttrell, for on that date he wrote, appeal- 
ing to General Colton: “Nowif you think 
we can get Luttreil.”’ 

A BLOOMING PROSPECT. 

The centennial year, however, brought 
abouta change of affairs. On the 29th of 
January, 1876, eveyiiins: seemed lovely to 
Mr. Huntington. e was perfectly satisfied 
with the entire Caiifornia delegatién with 
the exception of Piper, who, with character- 
istic refinement, he denounced as a ‘‘damned 
hog.” Mr. Luttrell, however, has no cause 
to complain, for of him Mr. Huntington 
spoke in complimentary terms, as the follow- 
ing extract shows: 

Scott is working mostly among the commercial 


men.

first rate except Piper, and be ts a damnd bog any 
way you can fix him.

How Mr. Luttre!] must bave glowed when 
Colton told him that the great Huntington 
had said, “You are doing first rate and are 
very abie,” etc. How tickled he wust have 
been, to be sure. 

THE WALPOLE METHOD. 

It is quite evident from many of the letters 
that Huntington, like Walpole, believed that 
every man could be—convineed. Here is a 
littie scintillation whieh exhibits this belief: 

I would like to know whatis being done with 
the California Pacific extension bonds. Has auy 
of our people endeavored to do anything wiih 
Low and Frisbie? They are Loth men thatcan be 
convinced, 

The foliowing excerpt is almost devilish in 
its gieefuiness. The writer plainly intimates 
that if Senator Jones’ railroad prvjects were 
worth attention and serious opposition they 
would be eure to encounter it from him, but 
as they were only likely to result.in waste of 
money, he was perfect y willing that Jones 
should go ahead. The letter was written on

WHAT BRIBERY OOSTS. 

‘There is always more or less curiosity to 
know what compensation is paid tu the men 
who do the work of corrupting Legislatures, 
for the railroad. Here is a letter whicb 
will jet in sume light on the subject: 

New YORK, January 13, 1876. 

Friend Colton—Yours of Deeember 2in an 
the Ist inst., Nos. 120 and 121. also your telegram 
that —— (William B. Carr?) has haa for his ser- 
vices $60,000 Southern Pacific bonds, then asking 
how much more I think bis services are worth 
for the future. Thatisavery difficult question 
to answer, as I do not know hoWw_ many years —— 
hus been in our employ, or how far in the future 
we should want him. In yew of the many things 
we huve now before Congress and also in tis 
sinking fund we wish to establish, In which we 
propose to put all the company’s lands in Utah 
and Nevada, it is very uopertant that his friends 
in Washington sbeuld with us, and if that 
could be brought about by paying —— (Carr?) say 
$10,000 to $20.000 per year, 1 think we could affurd 
to do it, but of course not until he had coutrolied 
his friends. They could hurtus very much on 
this lund matter, although 1 would not propose 
to put tiis land in at any morethan it fs worth, 
say $250 peracre. Ll would liketo have you get 
a wriiten proposition from —— (Carr?) in which 
he wou.d agree w control bis friends for @ fixed

A DEAR FRIEND OF THE MONOPOLY. 

The name in the above exeerpt is guessed 
at, but we would not risk much in wagering 
a fortune that Carr was the all-powerful 
man. It wil. be remembered that Sargent 
himself avowed in the most emphatic manner 
shortly before the Piacerville libei trial that 
Billy Carr was ‘his very dear friend. Page 
was also a very dear friend of Billy ; so were 
others too numerous to mention. Then we 
have some definite information about the lit- 
tle b.ock of Southern Pacific stoek which 
Carr became the possessur of, so On the 
whole we- do not think we are lar wrong in 
our surmise. 

It should be said right here that the Judge 
has given strict orders that the names of all 
the third parties wentioned in the letters 
should be stricken out. This order might have 
seriously embarrassed an ordinary compiler 
of this charming correspondence, but the 
raiiroad sharp of the office is an extremely 
good guesser and has taken the liberty of 
filling che blanks. He may have made a 
mistake in some cases, but keen students of 
the political history of the State will be 
forced to adinit that the surmises are shrewd 
to say the least. 

A NEWSPAPER ORGAN DENOUNCED. 

As a tituing climax to this bit of inside his- 
tory of the workings of the great monopoly, 
we append anextract from a letter to Col- 
ton, dated Apri! 27, 1876, in which Hunting- 
ton soundly berates the stupidity of the 
couductors of the railroad Organ at Sacra- 


mento: 
Scott has several parties that I think do nothing 
else but write articles against the Centra) Pacific 
and its managers, then get them pubiished in such 
newspapers as he can get to publish thew at small 
cust, then sends the papers everywhere, and 
there is no doubt but that he bas done much to 
turn public sentiment against us. If it was 
known thatthe Central Pacific did not control 
the Sou thern Pacific, I think we conld beat them 
ail the time, although he has about the same ad- 
vantage over us in Washington that we would 
bave over Lim in Sacramenvw. If he wantsacom- 
injiteeman away, he geta some fellow (his next 
frieud) toask bim to takea ride to New York or 
anywhere else, of course on a Irce pass, and away

very liberal in such matters. Scott gota large 
number of that drunken, worthless dog Piper's 
speeciies printed and sent them broadcast over 
the country.

If there is any other course that they 
could take to burt us as muchas they do in the 
present one, I ao not know what it ts. 


To tell the truth, it was rather rough on 
the monopoly to put up s0 much money to 
run a profitiess newspaper and then have 
its editor dealing blows at friends and foes 
alike. Buc all business must be learned; 
even that Of truckling subserviency to a 
great corporation wust be acquired by ex- 
perience,

Thomas Lacy Charged with Having Beaten 


Her Last Night With Fatal Results—Geo. 
Wilson’s Crime. 


At 6 o’clock this morning Officer Heffernan 
was called into No. 307 South Seventh street, 
a two-story brick house built twenty-five 
years ago and situated back from the street 
onan elevation of ten feet from the side- 
walk. In a room on the second floor he found 
old Aunty Cole, a neghborhood celebrity, 
and a half dozen white and colored cyprians 
crowding about the dead body of Lizzie Mi- 
nor, a mulatto girl, which layon the bed in 
one corner of the room. The dead girl’s gown 
was separated, exposing her breast, 
which old Aunty Cole was diligently 
rubbing with her skinny hands in 


the hope of restoring the departing life. All 
signs of animation disappeared, and the 
crowd withdrew from the corpse. A few 
minutes after death, Tom Lacy, “the dead 
woman’s man,” as he was Introduced by the 
women, entered and was arrested by the offi- 
cer. Joe Murreil, who lives in the house, 
which is rented by his motirer, was also 
placed under arrest. Molly Casey, a white 
outcast, who lives at No. 624 Clark avenue 
with some colored women, stated that last 
night she visited the house, No. 
307 South Seventh street, and while 
there the girl had a dispute with 
Lacy, who struck her with his hand, and, in 
her opinion,he was responsibie for her death. 
She had some words herself with Lacy, and 
left while he was angry at his paramour. 
Both Lacy and Murrei! were taken to the 
Four Courts and locked up to await the re- 
suit of a post-mortem and an inquest, which 
will be heid at 10 o’clock to-morrow morn- 
— by the Coroner. 

acy is a good-looking young fellow, 26 
vears of age, whose face does not bear a sin- 
gie mark of dissipation. As he waiked to the 
desk of the holdover this morning, he said: 
“i don’t know what they have ari ested me 
for. The officer said, *Il want you for this 
murder,’ bui l a he oniy said that to 
see What answer would make to that 
charge.” 

*‘muilie Casey says you beat Lizzie Minor 
last night in her presence?’ 

“That is not true; we didn’t bave any 
trouble at all lastnight. I drank somethiug.
